SEED OF THE VIOLET. 
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HE Kaiser and Count Zeppelin have joined forces for the dis­ 
covery of the north pole by airship. 
The expedition is to he 
made with the aid of the most powerful Zeppelin vessel yet 
constructed. 
A series of preliminary flights through. Lh<* polar, 
latitudes will be carried out from Cross Bay on the island of 
Spitsbergen during the arctic summer of 1910. 
Announce­ 
ments to this effect have thrilled and electrified Germany with 
excitement, writes a Berlin correspondent in tile Philadelphia

patriotic 
^Ledger, 
the arctic, for which gallant mon of all nations have struggled and died, will 
finally fall to the conqueror of the air. 
The Kaiser takes an intense per­ 
sonal Interest in aerological research, a branch of science in which great 
things are expected from the Zepp* lin-Hergesell expedition. 
The expedition Is to be conducted under the personal supervision of 
Count Zdpp*din and his meteorological expert, Prof. von Hergcsell, the cele 
brated Strasburg aerologist. 
The Count has been rebuffed so long by heart­ 
less fate and Prof. von Hergesell is so conservative a scientist that they 
disclaim any official intention of attempting to find the pole. 
They aver 
that their expedition is designed exclusively to “investigate the unknown 
regflbns of the arctic** and to make a series of scientific explorations and 
measurements In the polar latitudes. 
That is a sufficiently amitie program, 
however, to comprehend the finding of the pols— which everybody to tile 
know understands full well is the real obejctlve of the expedition. 
The 800-mile route from Cross Bay over Spitzbergen to the pole is easily 
within the radius of action of Zeppelin’s airships. 
Zeppelin II. accom­ 
plished a considerably greater task in its famous Whitsuntide voyage across 
Germany Bix weeks ago. 
The reaching of the pole will depend wholly upon 


the strength of the wind. 
As Zeppelin’s ships, however, have amply demon­ 
strated their ability to resist the wind, the Zeppelin-Hergesell expedition 
will proceed under Incomparably more favorable conditions than any of 
their predecessors in search of the pole. 
Andree, for example, was com­ 
pelled to adhere to certain wind directions. 
He was driven from his course 
and undoubtedly drowned. 
The new expedition will certainly have to reckon with storms In the 
arctic regions, but climatic perils will not threaten it in summer. 
The snow 
■ hiingor is also, unimportant, but the rays of the sun will provide difficulties, 
for the sun is constantly in the heavens and in the pure atmosphere throws 
off rays of stupendous degree. 
In the unexplored i>olar districts landings 
from airships will be possible only on Ice floes, which are, however, admir­ 
ably suited for the purpose. 
The reascent from these Roes is purely a bal­ 
loon engineering problem. 
Fog, that arch enemy of the aeronaut in all latitudes, is a frequent 
phenomenon in the polar regions in Lie summer. 
Nansen, during his three 
years* voyage in the Pram, found an average of twenty foggy days in July 
ami sixteen in August. 
On the other hand, the polar fog is never so thick, 
but it leaves the surface of the ice visible from an airship, and is therefore 
an obstacle that causes Fount Zeppelin and Prof. Hrgesell few qualms. 
A 
technical difficulty of considerably greater seriousness lies in the fact that 
the ordinary astronomical equipment, to speak univ of the magnet iii the 
mariner s compass, becomes absolutely useless in the neighborhood of the 
pole 
This will make it necessary, as Wellman discovered, for the airship 
voyage to be carried out only a short distance above the ground, so that 
some sort of control may be kept by simple observation of the direction and 
speed of the flight.

His will gave the university $2.boo,OOO, and 
the $30,000,000 gift of his w'ldow disposed of nearly the 
whole residue of the estate, 
Mrs. Russell Sage probably Is the most prominent of 
living women philanthropists. 
She is disposing of tile 
$65,000,000 that her husband acquired in fifty years at 
the rate of about $8,000,000 a year. The Russell Sage Foun­ 
dation, with an endowment of $10,000,000, is the largest Ringle charity in tile 
world. It is insured 
an annual income of about $100,000. 
Its work, in the 
words of Mrs. Sage’s deed of gift, will tie ‘‘to eradicate as far as possible the 
causes of poverty and ignorance, rather than to relieve 
the sufferings of those who are poor and Ignorant.’* 
Miss Helen Gould’s gifts likewise have been widely dis­ 
tributed. 
She has silent more than $10,000,000 of the 
fortune left her by Jay Gould, her father. 
Perhaps no 
methods of moneymaking have been more widely con­ 
demned than those of Jay Gould, but his daughter has 
shown how great blessings can come from the wise use 
of money. 
She has endowed schools and churches and 
has given largely for relief and aid work among the sol­ 
diers and sailors of the United States army and navy.

dicted confidently that within a year 
the only butter on sale in the Ameri­ 
can market will bear 
the 
Standard 
Oil label, and that petroleum butter 
also will be an active amt aggressive 
competitor with creamery butter for 
supremacy In the foreign markets. 
Since the new process was discov­ 
ered every precaution 
possible 
has 
been taken by the Standard Oil offi­ 


cials to prevent rhe secret leaking. 
It 
was ouly by accident It became public. 
I he story, which comes from Bayonne, 
is that the chemists and Standard Oil 
officials were so elated by the discov­ 
ery that they made eight pounds of 
the butter and put it in a box to be 
shipped to John I). Rockefeller, When 
it came to making out the express slip, 
the term “Petroleum Butter” was used. 
That led to inquiries which

Rockefeller corporation is going into 
the buttermaking business.

By running the petrol 
eum milk through separators of high 
speed all the butter fat. or cream, is 
extracted.

The common wild violet affords one 
of the most remarkable illustrations 
of the care and apparent forethought 
of nature in pieserving a species, a 
writer in the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat says. 
As everybody knows, the 
violet grows in the shade, in pastures, 
woods and fields where the grass is 
abundant and long. 
It comes up early 
in the spring and flowers at a time 
when the grass is most abundant and 
succulent. 
Of course, it is liable to 
be cut down by the scythe, but much 
more likely it is to be bitten off by 
grazing animals. 
The violets that come In the spring 
either do not seed at all or very spar­ 
ingly. 
But in the late fall the plant 
bears another crop of blossoms that 
are never seen save by the profession­ 
al botanist. 
They are very small, ut­ 
terly insignificant In appearance, and 
grow either just at or below the sur­ 
face of the ground. 
These are the 
flowers which produce the seeds for 
the next season. 
The flowers on long 
stems blooming in spring are only for 
show; the hidden flow* rn are for use, 
and the number of seeds they bear 
may be judged from the ease with 
which a wild violet bcd spreads. 
When the seeds are ripe the pod ex­ 
plodes, scattering them to a consider­ 
able distance, often to ten or twelve 
feet from the parent plant, so that In 
spite of ifs boastful modesty the vio­ 
let not only takes care of itself, but 
becomes a troublesome aggressor.

national individuality, but nevertheless we ail try to 
imitate one another. 
You may go from Vladivostok 
through Europe to Vancouver and you will find prac­ 
tically the same customs prevailing, the same thoughts 
in fashion. 
Up to a recent date China was absolutely indifferent. 
Trousers, the garb sacred to masculinity, which even 
the most reckless suffragette does not don, was the

Now ail this is chang­ 
ing and China is fast becoming a member of our civili­ 
zation. 
When she does who will be bold enough to say 
that fashions originating in China will not spread to 
the west?

the latter part of July without any 
danger of destruction by weeds.

SLD THE TIME THREE 
THOUSAND YEARS AGO 


ANCIENT CHINESE CLOCK. 


Th# most Interesting of all water 
clocks Is undoubtedly the "copper Jar# 
dropping water," in Canton, 
China, 
where I saw It In 1897. 
Referring to 
the simplo line sketch, w'hich I make 
from memory, Figure 8, and reading 
four Chinese characters downward the 
translation is “Canton City.” 
To the 
left and still downward—’ Hon-woo-et- 
low,” which Is “Copper Jars dropping 
w’ater.” 
Educated Chinamen 
inform 
me that It is over 3.HOO years old and 
had a weather vane. 
As they speak 
of It as “the clock of the street arch” 
this would look quite probable; sine# 
the little open building, or tow'er In 
which It stands is higher than sur­ 
rounding buildings. 
It Is therefor# 
reasonably safe to state that the Chk 
nese had a weather and time station 
1,000 years before our era. 
It consists 
of four copper jars partially built la 
masonry forming a sla'.r-like structure. 
Commencing 
at the top Jar each one 
drops into the next downward till th# 
water reaches the solid bottom jar. 
lo 
this lowest one a float, "the bamboo 
stick," is placed and 
indicates 
the 
height of the water and thus in a rude 
way gives the time. 
It is said to be 
set morning and evening by dipping 
the water from J a r 4 to Jar I, so it 
runs twelve hours of our time. 
What 
ar# the uses of Jara H ajid 3, since 
the water simply enters

and

F i r e l e e a < o o k l n g . 
In fireless cooking there are certain 
things to be remembered by the inex­ 
perienced cook. 
Gen is that if a dish 
is left indefinitely In the cooker it will 
sour. 
Soups., stews, vegetables and 
such things must be removed alter 
twenty-four 
hours, and less 
in hot 
weather. 
Another thing Is that some 
foods require a longer time on the fire 
before being put in the cooker than 
others do. 
According to Harper’s Ba­ 
zaar, cereals may take only ten min­ 
utes, and tough meat half an hour; it 
is best to find out something about the 
length of time the different things re 
quire before beginning to use the cook 
er. 
Generally speaking, all Indigestible 
things take longer than the rest; oat 
meal, beef stew, corned beef and beans 
need more time than 
steamed pud 
dings, rice and chicken. A third thing 
to remember is this: 
Everything that 
takes a very long time to cook is im 
proved and the process hastened if 
when the time is half up and the food 
cooled, tile pail is removed and re 
heated without opening it, and put 
back again. 
In all cooking also you must be 
careful not to uncover tho pail with 
the food in it before putting ii in the 
box. 
It must be kept tightly covered 
from the time it is put on the fire 
or the steam will escape aud the meat 
or soup cool so that it cannot cook. 
Put everything in as quickly as possi 
ble, and cover at once.

"It may be that the instruments will 
arrive this year after all.** he said, 
“and as for the records and obffCFVa- 
tlons, their non-arrival h**re makes no 
difference Whatever, as I h?\ve com­ 
plete duplicates, so that there will be 
no delay In compiling my story with 
all its details.” 
Dr. Cook did not appear to be great­ 
ly perturbed by the news he had re­ 
ceived from Mr. Whitney. 
He hopes 
to see him in a very short time and 
hear a complete explanation of the oc­ 
currences at Etah. 
Dr. Cook denied the report that he 
was to bring suit for slander Against 
Peary.
